Proposed Alliance. 
By Associated Press. } 

Curcaco, April 10.—An important 
devolopment in favor of the striking 
carpenters is noted. A committee of 
non-union master carp2nters called on 
the Strike Committee last evening and 
had a lengthy conference. There are 
1,500 or 1,600 of these small bosses in 
the city, employing nearly if not quite 
half the journeymen, and they object 
to the 110 large bosses who com pose 
the Builders’ Exchange monopolizing 
and controlling all the business. They 
proposed to the men to form an alli- 
ance with the strikers. They are and 
have been willing to grant the men’s 
demands, but the action of the asso- 
ciation masters has locked them out.

DEATH OF A FORMER RENOITE. 


Ap Acerount of the Death and OCre- 
mation of Charies F. Powell. 
Los Aneezes, April 7, 1890. 

Eprror Gagerre: If in your file of 
the Gazerre for this year you will 
refer to the one of January 24th, you 
will see under the head of “‘ Con- 
verted to Bhuddism,” copied from the 
London Times, an interesting article, 
which may prove all the more so to 
many in Reno, when I inform you, 
from my personal knowledge, that it 
refers to Cliarles F. Powell, a former | 
resident of Reno, and who was at one 
time in with C. J, Brookins. Wie left 
there about the same time we did for 
Los Angeles — three years ago this 
month—and after residing here about a 
year he,.sailed from San Diego on the 
yacht Coronet, owned by millionaire 
Bush of New York City, who, with 
his family and a few friends, had em- 
barked on a tour of the world, arriving 
at the latter city sone months after- 
wards. 

Mr, Powell left the yacht at Bombay, 
India, and shortly after was engaged 
to lecture throughout that country for 
the Theosophical Society, of which he 
was an enthusiastic member. He met 
with great success in his any 5 
receiving m.uch praise from the Cal- 
éutta and other papers, of which he 
sent copies and wrote me frequently of 
hie travels in foreign lands. 

While at Madras last February he | 
was taken seriously ill, and after only 
a lew~days, while sitting in his room 
converting with friends, he arose, fell 
over on bed and expired almost 
instantly. So, according to the belief 
of the Theosophists and Bhuddists, 
too, his remains were cremated and 
his ashes are at the headquarters of 
the Theosophical Society in India. 

A eablegram from Colonel. Olcott, 
the President, stated that he died Feb- 
ruary 8th, giving further partieulars 
in letters received since of how well he 
was beloved’ and of his noble work, 
and how much he accomplished’ in one 
short year. His death was greatly re- 
retted by his friends in that far off 
and across the sea, as well as by. mapy 
here in Los Angeles. 

His was a peculiar life. Of his past 
or his relatives he said but little, ex- 
cept one event, the death of his father, 
who was a millionaire and who for 
some reason left his son Cliaries only 
ten dollars.

HOLLAND'S MILITIA, 


‘4! Of Dykes and Ditches. 


How the Citizen Army Is Drilled at Rot- 
terdam, Amsterdam and Other Cities 
- —Droll Effects Produced by the 

Ignorance of Officers. 


Holland is becoming exceedingly 
fidgety about her militia affairs, says 4 
letter in the New York Tribune. The 
national defenses are in a disorganized 
condition, and the Dutch would be un- 
able to offer nuch resistance to any in- 
vasion. Reform is the cry on every 
hend, and universal vonscription 
ig advocated on all sides; but 
no one seems to fee] disposed to carry 
the matter through. As things now are 
no Dutchman need serve in the regular 
army if he can pay for a substitute. 
The consequence is that tne rich are op- 
posed to the universal conscription, be- 
cause they do not want to serve, and the 
poor are against it because they would 
no longer receive the large sums which 
their children earn by serving as sub- 
stitutes. Every man, however, between 
the age of twenty-five and forty is forced 
to belong to thc militia, or schuttery, as 
it is desigmated in Holland. The latter 
numbers about two per cent. of the en- 
tire population. But it is quite harm- 
less, and partakes to a certain extent of 
the nature of the cpera comique. 

Nothing can be more amusing than to 
watch the schutters on their way to drili 
late in the afternoon of summer and 
autumn days. They can scarcely be 
described as presenting a martial ap- 
pearance in their blue and red uniforms, 
with their shakoes perched rakishly on 
one side of their head, the chin strap 
barely reaching down to the nose, a 
cigar or pipe in the mouth, and an 
antediluvian-looking old musket carried 
over the shoulder, butt end upward. 

In winter when it rains or snows the 
monthly drill at Rotterdam, Amster- 
+ dam and other important oities, usually 
takes place under cover in the bourse 
after the business of the day is over. 
‘Lhe drill sergeants; however, dislike 
this; for it doubles their work, since 
the schutters devote far more attention 
to the figures of the afternoon stock 
quotations, still chalked upon the 
board, than to the figures of drill. 

The officers of the militia regiments 
are exceedingly gorgeous creatures, 
with their long, clanking sabers, their 
plumed hats and their profusiyn of gold 
lace. Their knowledge of things mili- 
tary is butone degree superior to that 
of the men under their con:mand, for 
they have been forced to drili for two 
hours a week during a period of six 
wecks with a regular fine regi- 
ment. Under ordinary circumstances 
they manage to fulfill their duty 
after .2 fashion, but during the 
annual maneuvers they are  sub- 
jected to great trials. A schutter Cap- 
tain will be standing in front of his 
company, when a corporal acting as 
orderly approaches with the following 
message: “Ihe enemy 1s close at hand. 
The Colonel sends you his very best 
compliments and wishes to know if you 
would oblige him by leading your men 
‘oattack.| All at once the latent pa- 

‘iotiem apd military ardor of the Cap- 

sin blaze! forth. _He draws his sword, 
and. Calling on soldiers to follow 
him, rushes to gt the imaginary en- 
emy. Suddenly his advance is checked 
by a shallow ditch filled with muddy 
water. This causes his fierceness to 
abate, for he would not forall the-world 
soil his uniform. He pauses for a few 
seconds. All at once a happy thought 
strikes him. ‘Fire by volleys!” he cries 
tohis men. Immediately the ramrods 
are heard to rattle in all the enormous 
barrels of the old muskets, and a min- 
ute later the hammers fall with a 
clicking noise of old metal. For the 
militia-men are not only forbidden the 
use of gunpowder, but are even denied 
percussion caps. In the middle of all 
this the Adjutant of the regiment, who 
is invariably an officer of the regular 
army, dashes upon horseback and ex- 
claims in frantic tones to the Captain: 

‘Good heavens! man, don’t you know 
that in case of volley firing the officers 
must not stand right in frontef the muz- 
zies of their men’s guns?” 

Nowise disconcerted, the Uaptain 
pulls his hand-Book of military regula- 
tions out of hig pocket and, after care- 
fully glancing over several pages, re- 
plies ina nonchalant manner: ‘Well, 
I don’t.see any thing about it in here.” 

The face of the adjutant becomes 
scarlet, he gulps down two or three big 
oaths and finally ejaculates: ‘Here, 
give me the book. See there! It is 
page forty-eight.” And then, with a 
look of despair and a shrug of his shoul- 
ders, he dashes off to some other equally 
well-informed schutter officer. 

Meanwhile the Captain has leisurely 
returned his sword to its scabbard and 
has inscribed in his note-book the fol- 
lowing memorandum: ‘In oase of volley 
firing it is better for the officer to keep 
to the rear of the front, so as not to 
come into contact with the} muzzles of 
his men’s guns.” 

The Majors, the Lieutenants and the 
Coloneis of the ‘‘schuttery” are all cut 
outof the same cloth as the Captain 
above portrayea; always ready to argue 
the point with their superior officers, 
and producitg the drollest effects by 
their utter ignorance of military tactics. 
There is even a “schutter” General who 
is a retail tea merchant. None of the 
officers or men are acquainted with the 
mechanism of a modern rifle, and there 
are probably but few of them who would 
venture to handle one if they knew it 
was loaded. __

It is partly due to heredity ‘and part- 
ly to habit and practice, but it 
could be overcome. The left arm 
end hand might be cultivated to the 
same degree of dexterity, which literally 
means right-handedness, as the right 
arm and hand, but it involves trouble, 
time and patience, and therefore is neg- 
lected.

Mow an Irish-Indian Got Ahead of Gov- 
ernor Dushyhead. 

Bushyhead, one of the members of 
the Cherokee commission, is in Wash- 
ington, and many 4 one, says the New 
York Tribune, passes the Indian chief 
w thout knewing he is an Indian. He 
is tall, brown of skin, but has the feat- 
ures of the Caucasian race, and it is 
sa‘d that he is not more than one-eighth 
Indian. 

He married some years ago a nicce of 
Senator Butler, of South Carolina, who 
had gone out to Tahlequah as a teacher. 
A good story is told of him when he was 
Governor.of the Chergkee Nation. The 
Cherokees are the most civilized of all 
the Indian tribes and one of their laws 
is in favor of prohibition. The law of

In Tahlequah, when Bushyhead was 
Governor, there was an Irish black- 
smith named Mike Delaney.

He used to 
orate by the hour over his forge at the 
wrongs of the red men, and one of his 
favorite perorations was:
